Three dominant events on the front 


of the 1<rench armies in France have 
maiked the yoat and each has termin- 
ated in a brilliant victory for French 
armies 
First came the enforced re- 


tieat in March of the German forces 
from tho greater part of the depart- 
ments of the Somme, Oise and tha 
Aisne, bi ought about by the combined 
smashing 
blows

French and British during the battlo 
of the Somme in the fall of 1316 


Then followed the French offensive 


on the Aisne and in 
Champagne, 


whose conclusion camo only at tha 
end of seven months of almost contin- 
uous fighting with tho capture from, 
the Crown Prince's armies of the key 
o£ the Hindenburg position formed 
by the Fort ot Malmaison and their" 
reluctant letirement from the famous 
Chemln des Dames 
This left In tho 


French hands -all the good observa- 
tories useful for future operations. 


In the meantime tho French had 


fought and won the culminating battle 
for the liberation of Veidun, In the 
course of which French troops re- 
gained nearly every inch of tho ground 
around tho fortress which it had cost 
the Crown Prince 500,000 men to cap- 
ture In 1916 


Aviation played a leading part in all 


operations In tho course of the year. 
No matter what weather prevailed, the 
airmen were out observing, reconnoi- 
tring, fighting off Geiman airmen, ac- 
cornpanvlng tho attacking invaders, 
bombaiding the communications and 
depots of tho enemy or making raids 
on German towns 
This latter, al- 


though they effected only such towns 
as were used as military centers, wero 
made by way of reprisal for German 
air attacks on French cities In the 
east and north 
where numbers of 


French civilians had fallen victims to 
Gorman bomb« 


In aerial combats tho French aviat- 


ois undoubtedly proved themselves 
masteis of their German adversaries. 
By tho end of October, tho last com- 
plete rctuin available, French aviators 
had destroyed in ten months 517 Ger- 
ittdn airplanes whose fate it was pos- 
sible to confnm with certainty. 
Be- 


sides tlifwj thcv had brought down an- 
othei 013 the absolute destruction of 
which could not be confirmed 
but 


which had been seen to fall out of 
control with a great possibility of a 
fatal crash. 


Ihese figures totalling 1,030 make 


an excellent record and to them must 
be added 22 German captive balloons. 


The American aviators of the Lafay- 


ette esquadrilla who have now- been In- 
coiporated in the American armv, 
played a very ci edible part with their 
French comrades in the conflicts in 
tho air

It serves to a large 
extent as a substitute for meat, it is 
a cheap food, fifteen pounds may be 
made from 100 pounds of milk. 


One pound of cream cheese contains 


twice as much protein as a pound of 
ham and _is equal as food to about 
double Itss weight of round steak. 
Cheese can oe easily made on the 
farm, rennet tables being about the 
only additional equipment necessary 
Directions for making- may be had by 
writing the school 


A good hen produces about six times 


her weight of eggs in one year. She 
is an efficient food producer. 


The farm should produce three- 


fourth of the living of the family. 
To 


do so it Is necessary that the average 
farm grow and save a larger amount 
of fruit and vegetables

manure

neighborhood and held demonstration 
meetings on those subjects. The agent 
encouraged us to weigh each cow's 
milk, 
also 
feed, 
thus finding out 


whether the cows ure a profit or a loss. 
By the use of lime, we are now grow- 
ing more and better crops of clover 
in the place of less profitable hay. The 
community meetings held with the 
agent 
inspire and 
give one new 


courage to raise more and better 
crops. 


The work has boen a great benefit to 


the county. Meetings are held in dif- 
ferent places, thus bringing the people 
together so that they may exchange 
different ideas. 
I think everyone is 


trying to raise more and better crops, 
thus making a surplus, which is sure- 
ly a benefit to the county.

Grovth of Trees. 


The rate of growth of trees in wood 


lots and in plantations in central New 
York is being studied ot the New York 
State College of Forestry. 
Soil and 


climatic conditions in central New 
York are unexcelled for maintenance 
nnd rapid forest growth. The so-called 
virgin forests of the Adirondacks are 
growing at the rate of about 200 board 
foet an acre a year. 
Properly man- 


aged forests of southwestern Germany 
are growing at the rate of from 1,000 
to 1,200 hoard feet an acre a year. 
Reasonable use of farm wood lots nnd 
the planting of the right kinds of for- 
est trees on forest coils means the pro- 
duction of excellent crops of timber, 
and that -within a comparatively short 
period of time.
